Charges laid in 
reserve shooting 

O Mother of boy, 5, fatally shot last summer says she can 
finally begin to heal after Hobbema RCMP lay charges in case 

Chief Marvin Yellowbird hopes 
members of his reserve in central 
Alberta will keep talking with 
police so more arrests are made in 
unsolved crimes, just as they have 
been in the killing of his five-year- 
old grandson. 

RCMP announced Tuesday that 
they have charged three teenage 
boys with manslaughter in last 
summer’s fatal shooting of Ethan 
Yellowbird. The boy was sleeping 
in his bed when a bullet fired from 
outside his bedroom wall struck 
him in the head. 

It was the second shooting that 
day on the Samson Cree reserve, 
one of four that make up the crime- 
troubled Hobbema community 
about an hour’s drive south of 
Edmonton. 

The Samson First Nation has 
struggled with gang violence for 
years, and the boy’s death served as 
a tipping point of sorts for resi¬ 
dents, who were often reluctant to 
speak out about crimes and their 
perpetrators. 

The chief and the RCMP issued 
public pleas for people to come for-

ward with information in the case 
— and they did. 

“The Samson Cree Nation is full 
of law-abiding, strong and proud 
people,” Yellowbird said Tuesday 


“The days of gangs wreaking hav¬ 
oc on our nation are over. We shall 
not relent until we know that all 
our people are safe.” 

Chief Yellowbird adopted Ethan 
as his grandson according to tradi¬ 
tional Cree beliefs. It’s a spiritual 
relationship considered as strong 
as blood. 

RCMP said two of the accused 
have appeared in court and a war¬ 
rant has been issued for the third. 
He is believed to be in Edmonton 
or nearby Red Deer.

The Wildrose party says 
documents show the Uni¬ 
versity of Lethbridge has 
been illegally donating to 
the governing Progressive 
Conservatives. 

The party says its ffee- 
dom-of-information search¬ 
es have revealed the 
institution has donated 
more than $15,000 to the 


Tories going back almost 
eight years.

Court hears 
details from a 
boy in sexual

Testimony in the trial of a 
former doctor at the 
Stollery Children’s Hospi¬ 
tal detailed an account of 
sexual abuse from one of 
his alleged victims on 
Tuesday. 

Javier Mauricio Castillo 
Cortes, 33, was a physician 
training to be a pediatric 
neurologist at the time the 
alleged crime took place, 
from 2008 to 2009. 

He is charged with 10 
counts including sexual as¬ 
sault, invitation to sexual 
touching, assault and 
forcible confinement in¬ 
volving two boys under 14 
years old over the one-year 
period. 

The youths had met 
Castillo Cortes through 
their families, not in his 
role as a doctor. 


The boy, who was eight 
at the time of the alleged 
abuse, testified through an 
interpreter via a video 
from outside of Canada. 

The court also saw a 
videotaped interview with 
a police detective and the 
boy, who described al¬ 
leged sexual abuse by the 
accused on four separate 
occasions. 

Defence for Castillo 
Cortes argued the boy had 
been lying about the alle¬ 
gations, but the boy de¬ 
nied this claim. 

The trial is expected to 
last throughout the week.

Residents die in 
Brazil mudslides 


A mudslide caused by two 
days of downpours has 
killed at least 13 people in a 
small town in southeastern 
Brazil, and another 11 are 
listed as missing, the head 
of the Rio de Janeiro state 
civil defence department 
said Tuesday. 

Sergio Simoes told CBN 
radio that five bodies were 
pulled from beneath tons of 
mud and debris on Tuesday, 
bringing the death toll in 
the Jamapara district of Sa- 
pucaia city to 13. Eight bod¬ 
ies were found on Monday. 

Among the missing are 
five members of a family 
whose car was caught in 


the mudslide as they were 
trying to get away from the 
area. 

Simoes said mud loos¬ 
ened by the rains swal¬ 
lowed at least nine houses 
built on the hillside. 

“This is a veiy difficult 
area, where another mud¬ 
slide could happen at 
any moment,” he told CBN. 

Floods elsewhere in the 
state forced more than 
30,000 people to flee. 

Nearly 1,000 people died 
last year around this time 
when torrential rain un¬ 
leashed avalanches of mud 
in Rio’s mountains.

O Economists warn of overbuilding in condo market

The robust Canadian hous¬ 
ing sector, especially the 
booming condo markets in 
Vancouver and Toronto, 
could be at risk in 2012, say 
the heads of some of Cana¬ 
da’s biggest banks. 

Gordon Nixon, president 
and CEO at Royal Bank, told 
a banking conference Tues¬ 
day that the Canadian hous¬ 
ing market could be headed 
for a slowdown, led by Van¬ 
couver and Toronto. 

“When you look at the 
condo side, there is proba¬ 
bly vulnerability.... It is the 
area which is most vulnera¬ 
ble with respect to Canadi¬ 
an housing,” he said. 

Bank of Montreal presi¬ 
dent CEO Bill Downe 
agreed there is a risk of a 
downturn, sa 5 dng the best 
hope is for a soft landing. 


“There is no question 
that the warning signs 
around the Canadian hous¬ 
ing market have been visi¬ 
ble for more than a year,” 
he said, also mentioning 
Toronto and Vancouver. 

He said investor-owned 
properties are a concern be¬ 
cause there is a buildup of 
supply based on investor 
expectations that there will 
always be demand. 

Downe said the hope is 
that the housing market 
will plateau and the system 
will absorb the excess sup¬ 
ply built up in those two 
cities. 

Data showed that hous¬ 
ing starts rose more than 
expected in November to 
more than 200,200 units, 
with condos in Toronto and 
the Atlantic region leading

Good box office vibes

“I’ve always 
looked at my 
career as an 
athlete would 
look at his,” 
said Mark 
Wahlberg, 
star of this weekend’s 
thriller Contraband. “1 
won’t play forever. Some 
don’t know when to walk 
away, but the smart ones 
do.” 

Wahlberg has proven 
himself to be one of the 
smart ones. In a career 
that dates back 20 years, 
he has moved from 
strength to strength. 

His first taste of success 
came as the titular lead 
rapper of Marky Mark and 
the Funky Bunch. Their 
1991 hit Good Vibrations 
was a highpoint, but just 
two years later, Wahlberg 
walked away, leaving the 
Funky Bunch to fend for 
themselves. 

Streamlining the Marky 
Mark moniker to his birth 
name, he took on his first 
role in front of the camera 
(that is if you don’t count 
his short lived career as an 
underwear model for 
Calvin Klein). Roles in The 
Basketball Diaries (oppo¬ 
site his future The Depart¬ 
ed star Leonardo DiCaprio) 
and Fear, where he played 
what one writer called “a 
teenaged Travis Bickle” got 
him notice, but it was Boo¬ 
gie Nights that made him 



a movie star. 

The role of Dirk Diggler, 
a naive man with physical 
charms sucked into the 
dark underbelly of the 
1970s Californian porn in¬ 
dustry, showed his range 
(among other things) but 
he wasn’t the first choice 
for the role. DiCaprio was 
offered the part but turned 
it down because he was al¬ 
ready committed to Titan¬ 
ic. He suggested his 
Basketball Diaries co-star 
Wahlberg. 

The movie was a hit, but 
a certain prosthetic got al¬ 
most as much attention as 
Wahlberg’s performance. 
He still has the 13-inch 
rubber prop, which he 
keeps in a safe at his moth¬ 
er’s home, otherwise, he 
says, “mom would... put it 
on the end of her Dust- 
buster thinking it came 
with the vacuum cleaner.” 

Since then Three Kings, 
The Perfect Storm, The 
Italian Job, Shooter, We 
Own the Night, Planet of 
the Apes and Four Broth¬ 
ers have all been box office 
hits. His work in The De¬ 
parted brought him the 
best notices of his career 
to date plus an Oscar nom¬ 
ination and The Fighter 
(which he also produced) 
was an artistic triumph. 

Despite all the spot-on 
choices, like many actors 
he’s turned down some 
important roles. Can you 
imagine him as Linus in 
Ocean’s 11? Or how about 
Brokeback Mountain? That 
part went to Jake Gyllen- 
haal, who earned an Oscar 
nod for his work.

“It’s sort of a love stoiy,” he 
says.

Based on a true stoiy, 
the movie is rich with de¬ 
tails taken directly from 
the personal papers of the 
real-life characters. 

“For me, it’s a process of 
resurrection,” says the di¬ 
rector. “I want to bring 
them back to life as accu¬ 
rately as possible. 

“It’s pretty accurate in 
terms of what they said 
and what they felt,” he con¬ 
tinues. 

“It was an era of copious 
letter writing and these 
people were veiy obsessive 
about the details of conver¬ 
sation and who said what, 
and the meaning of veiy 
subtle things, so we have 
veiy accurate ideas of what 
they actually said to one an¬ 


other and how they inter¬ 
acted. “For both actors, this 
was the grist for our mill.” 

To cast these legendaiy 
characters, Cronenberg 
used his always-unerring 
eye. Michael Fassbender 
plays Jung as self-possessed 
and clinical. 

But, as Cronenberg 
points out, he also portrays 
the complete devastation 
of a man who was emotion¬ 
ally distant. “I love that as¬ 
pect of Michael’s 


performance,” he says. 

A Dangerous Method al¬ 
so sees the director recon¬ 
nect with his frequent 
collaborator Viggo 

Mortensen. 

“Casting Viggo is not 
what you would expect,” 
he says. “Viggo Mortensen 
and Freud is not the most 
obvious casting choice, but 
we thought we were deliv¬ 
ering the real Freud and in 
truth he was unusual in his 
time.”

It’s remarkable to watch 
an active volcano from the 
deck of a cruise ship in the 
middle of the night — es¬ 
pecially in Europe. 

The experience was not 
on our original itinerary, 
but it’s the kind of unusual 
experience Captain Carl 
Smith loves to find and 
share with passengers 
onboard the Azamara 
Quest. 

The deck lights are 
turned off, and passengers 
line the ship’s decks to 
watch in awe as Italy’s 
Mount Stromboli spews or¬ 
ange lava into the sky. 

“I love my job!” Smith 
tells his passengers. And it 
shows; the captain even 
welcomes passengers to 
join him for a hike in Ko¬ 
tor, Montenegro — basical¬ 
ly a “free” shore excursion. 
I’ve never seen any other 
cruise captain engage with 
passengers like this. 

Cruising on a premium 
line with smaller ships cre¬ 
ates a more intimate expe¬ 
rience than the 
mass-market mega ships 
(some now carrying more 
than 6,000 passengers). For 
a price, passengers of Aza¬ 
mara, Regent Seven Seas, 
Seaboum, Crystal, and oth¬ 
er premium, smaller-ship 
lines get an upscale experi¬ 
ence with added value. The 


bonuses vary from line to 
line, but can include such 
things as airfare, shore ex¬ 
cursions, or hotels before 
or after the cruise. 

With a capacity of only 
about 700 passengers, the 
Azamara Quest isn’t exact¬ 
ly a private yacht, but she’s 


small enough to feel inti¬ 
mate, especially with a ra¬ 
tio of one staff member for 
two passengers — who are 
mostly adults on our sail¬ 
ing. Stepping aboard the 
Quest, my partner re¬ 
marks that the ship’s so¬ 
phisticated and refined 


decor reminds him of a Fa- 
rimont hotel. The Azamara 
cruise fare includes basic 
gratuities. 

It also includes wine se¬ 
lections with lunch and 
dinner. 

The food is the best I’ve 
ever eaten on a ship —

While the ’70s TV series 
The Love Boat didn’t in¬ 
vent cruising, it was a 
huge visibility boost to 
the industry. 

The Pacific Princess 
isn’t making another 
run to the Mexican Riv¬ 
iera this season, but her 
sister ship. Sapphire 
Princess, is. Other lines, 
including Holland Amer¬ 
ica, Disney and Carnival, 
offer itineraries starting 
in L.A. or San Diego, 
with stops in Puerto Val- 
larta and Cabo San 
Lucas. Love Boat port 
Mazatlan is sometimes 
included. 

It’s not likely your 
cruise director will be as 
concerned about your 
love-life as Julie McCoy 
was, but it’s still a pleas¬ 
ant trip and often value- 
priced.

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Ibiza’s new era 

O Renowned for its wild ways, the Spanish island of Ibiza doesn’t strike 
many as a place of quiet refuge and gentle reflection 
O But Nick Boulos gets in a kayak and discovers its secret side

“Kayaking is the perfect 
way to see the island,” said 
Paolo, my Ibiza guide, as we 
paddled into yet another 
absurdly beautiful bay I 
looked along the shore for 
hungover party animals but 
there wasn’t a soul to be 
seen. Water gently lapped 
against my kayak, a light 
but cooling breeze rustled 
my hair; birds soared over¬ 
head, vanishing beyond the 
plunging chffs and lush hill¬ 
sides. It seems the leg¬ 
endary clubbing island has 
a softer side. 

Fast emerging as a desti¬ 
nation for those in search 
of gentle adventure amidst 
untouched surroundings. 


Ibiza is slowly re-inventing 
itself It’s still a home to the 
world’s mega-nightclubs, 
which have seen DJs like Pe¬ 
te Tong and Carl Cox, not to 
mention acts hke Florence 
& the Machine and The 
Streets. But there’s life out¬ 
side the VIP room. 

It’s possible to kayak any 
stretch of Ibiza’s 210-kilo- 
metre shorehne, so Paolo 
and I had a tough decision 
to make. We had originally 
opted for Cala Nova on 
Ibiza’s eastern coast but 
gusty winds forced us to re¬ 


think, and we eventually 
settled on the dramatic 
southern shores, home to a 
string of picturesque la¬ 
goons frequented by fisher¬ 
man rather than bronzed 
tourists. 

We set off from the small 
pebbled cove of Es Torrent, 
home to just one nice but 
overpriced beach bar, and 
glided east along the craggy 
shoreline. Sheltered from 
the open water by Ses II- 
letes, a collection of rock 
formations just offshore, 
there was barely a ripple to 


be seen. I gazed out to sea 
and up at the gleaming 
difftop mansions belong¬ 
ing to a select few who 
woke daily to these stun¬ 
ning vistas. The tepid water 
— a mesmerising shade of 
jade — was as still as it was 
clear. Below, clinging to the 
seabed and swa 3 dng in the 
current, were long strands 
of Neptune’s Grass, a 
species of seaweed only 
found in the Med. 

The silence was broken 
by Paolo. “This is one of the 
most spectacular comers of 
Ibiza, but hardly anyone 
ever comes here,” he said 
slowly and quietly. This re¬ 
ally was a local hangout, a 
secret spot to escape the 
madness of the island. Just 
keep it to yourself

In 2006,1 applied to the Hu¬ 
man Resources program at 
George Brown College. 1 
thought 1 wanted to be a so¬ 
cial worker or a psycholo¬ 
gist. Criminology and law 
also interested me, but 1 got 
discouraged by friends and 
family. 

1 never imagined myself 
getting into business be¬ 
cause it completely disin¬ 
terested me. However, with 
HR slowly becoming more 
popular, 1 thought it would 
be a perfect job because of 
the human element, com¬ 
bined with business. 

1 did two and a half years 
at George Brown and then 
transferred to Ryerson Uni¬ 
versity to complete my HR 


degree (another 2.25 years). 
My options were clear-cut: 
HR could be in any compa¬ 
ny, dealing with any aspect 
of emplo 3 mient! 

What eveiy one of my 
professors failed to men¬ 
tion, though, is this thing 
called “reality”. 

It is increasingly difficult 


to get into entiy-level HR. 
Large companies do not 
have large HR departments. 
This means a lot of the stu¬ 
dents who are churned out 
eveiy year end up being 
jobless, going back to 
school or finding work that 
is not within their field. 

My former classmates 


are going through similar 
HR experiences. Recruiters 
tell me entiy-level HR roles 
are as hard to pin down as 
Big Foot. Hiring managers 
are demanding skills not 
taught in either college or 
university. There appears to 
be a large discrepancy be¬ 
tween the real jobs out 


there and what our post- 
secondaiy institutions in¬ 
sist we are taught. 

Many post-secondaiy in¬ 
stitutions should conduct 
audits and revisions of their 
programs. 1 wasted time 
and money re-taking un- 
necessaiy courses instead 
of gaining experience, 
which is what matters to 
employers. There are many 
programs which make cer¬ 
tain courses a priority, 
when in fact they fail to ad¬ 
minister them properly or 
take into account that they 
are simply not necessaiy. 

My best advice for stu¬ 
dents in post-secondaiy in¬ 
stitutions is to research, 
research, research. Do not 
simply apply for a program 


you think you like and as¬ 
sume you will know what 
to do by the end of it. 

Instead, research the 
program you want to enter 
at eveiy institution you are 
interested in attending, 
then do some real research 
online or at a libraiy to find 
out your actual chances of 
getting a job. Never under¬ 
estimate what you see on 
job boards, as that is what 
employers are after, so 
make sure you know what 
skills you have to acquire in 
your next four years.

Money is the 
cause of 
most work¬ 
place dis¬ 
putes. 

Employ¬ 
ees and em¬ 
ployers each 
feel that they 
deserve 
more of it and each will in¬ 
variably go to great lengths 
to keep it in their own 
pockets, leaving less for the 
other. 

The following are some 
of the most common mon¬ 
ey-saving schemes that em¬ 
ployers try to pull on 
employees, followed by 
next week’s column on em¬ 
ployees’ favourite tricks. 

Alleged poor performance: 

Employers hate paying 
employees not to work for 
them. But this is exactly 
what the law of severance 
requires. 

To fire an employee in 


Canada, they must 
be paid fair severance. 
However, employers 
attempt to circumvent this 
law by “building” a case 
for poor performance, 
hoping it will reduce their 
severance obligation 
or eliminate them alto¬ 
gether. Most of these 
attempts will fail. Unless 
an employee is objectively 
incompetent, courts do 
not award less severance 
for alleged poor perform¬ 
ance. 

Bonuses: Similarly, why 
would an employer reward 
an employee with a bonus, 
if he is about to be fired? 
Most will not, claiming 
that the bonus was a mat¬ 
ter of discretion. However, 
seldom are bonuses truly 
discretionary, no matter 
how they are described. 

If there is a reasonable 
expectation for pa 3 mient, 
based on past practices, it 
must still be paid. 

Overtime: Employers en¬ 
courage and then reward 
employees who work 
around the clock. But then 
they hate to pay them for 
it. 

One common trick is to 


pile on so much work that 
the employee has no 
choice but to stay late and 
since they were not specifi¬ 
cally asked to work over¬ 
time, employers argue 
they have no entitlement 
to extra pay for it. Un¬ 
aware that emplo 3 mient 
legislation requires over¬ 
time pa 3 mient, without ex¬ 
ception, for any overtime 
hours actually worked, re¬ 
gardless of the reason, 
many employees are rou¬ 
tinely underpaid. 

Non-competition agree¬ 
ments: Most employers 
now include these in their 
contracts, no matter how 
junior or administrative 
the employee. The prob¬ 
lem is that they expect em¬ 
ployees to comply with 
restrictions, such as not 
working in their industiy 
for long periods of time, 
while refusing to pay them 
severance during this peri¬ 
od. For a court to uphold a 
post emplo 3 mient restric¬ 
tion, it must agree that it is 
fair. Employers cannot ex¬ 
pect employees to stay at 
home, without compensat¬ 
ing them for that time.

David 
Musil was solid on the 
blue-line for the Czechs 
(and received a congratula- 
toiy towel full of shaving 
cream from his mates dur¬ 
ing the final post-game in¬ 
terview scrum), while twin 
towers Martin Marincin 
and Martin Gemat formed 
a formidable duo on the 
Slovakian blue-line. 

Both six-foot-five rear¬ 
guards chipped in offence, 
important minutes and 
even some puck-rushing 
for their squad and fin¬ 
ished the tourney on the 
positive side of the plus-mi¬ 
nus ledger. Given the num¬ 
ber of goals scored on 
Slovakia, that was no easy 
feat. 

Right-winger Kristians 
Pelss did what he could for 
the overmatched Latvians, 
demonstrating a physical 
prowess no doubt honed 
during his time with the 
WHL’s Oil Kings, but one 
Edmonton prospect stood 
out more than the others.

Against the Finns in the 
semifinal, Klefbom demon¬ 
strated both his puck-mov¬ 
ing prowess and his ability 
to use size to his advantage 
when protecting the bis¬ 
cuit. For his overall efforts, 
Klefbom was named one of 
Sweden’s top-three players 


by the tournament’s coach¬ 
es. 

The solid 18-year-old

major junior. Klefbom won 
a Swedish Elite League title 
with Farjestad last season 
and is once again with the 
big club.

Eco technologies 


The Malibu’s starting point is a 
new base 2.5-litre four-cylinder 
that produces an estimated 190 
horsepower and 180 pound-feet 
of torque. 

That’s up from the previous 
2.4-litre four-cylinder’s 169/158 
rating. The new 2.5 operates 
through a six-speed automatic 
transmission. 


The second offering is the General Motors’ eAssist limit¬ 
ed hybrid system, similar to that used in the 2012 Buick 
LaCrosse and Regal. 

This “Eco” model consists of a 182-horsepower 2.4- 
litre four-cylinder gas engine working in tandem with a 
15-horsepower electric motor/generator (with 110 
pound-feet of torque) and six-speed automatic transmis¬ 
sion. The motor replaces the traditional alternator, 
assisting the engine via a belt with power supplied by a 
lithium-ion battery pack located behind the rear seat. 


The battery contributes about 30 kilograms to the 
Malibu’s weight, but the Eco’s aluminum hood 
and rear bumper beam (and other measures) slice 
a reported 60 kilograms from the car’s total. 

Other Eco technologies include stop/start that 
shuts off the engine when the vehicle is at rest, 
then fires it up when the brake pedal is released. 

As well, a system recovers braking energy and 
converts it into electrical energy to help recharge 
the batteries.

Ford Fusion 

Ford determined that cus¬ 
tomers in the midsize 
sedan market were more 
than ready for “something 
different.” 

The 2013 Fusion is cer¬ 
tainly that — a stretched 
out cabin area gives the car 
more fiowing lines, better 
aerod)namics and lots of 
interior room. 

The new fascia design is 
heralded as the “new face 
of Ford” and features a 
high-mounted grille with 
lots of chrome, fiush- 
mounted Ford emblem, 
sculpted hood and incredi¬ 
bly thin headlights — only 
100 mm at the deepest 
points. 

The new Fusion will be 
available with three differ¬ 
ent four-cylinder engines 
and two hybrid power- 
trains (regular and plug- 
in). 

The Fusion will also be 
North America’s first main¬ 
stream vehicle available 
with a stop-start feature, 
which will automatically 
stop and start the engine 
in stop and go traffic. 


VW E-Bugster Concept 

The E-Bugster is a combina¬ 
tion of “E” for electric, 
“Bug” as per the Beetle’s 
North American nickname, 
and “speedster,” which t 5 Api- 
cally describes an open-top 
two-seater. 

E-Bugster has the t 5 Apical 
“chopped down” speedster 
profile, via shallow win¬ 
dows and low top-up 
roofiine — but it’s not a 
convertible. 

The gritty looking con¬ 
cept is not slated for pro¬ 
duction, but its electric 
drive unit, dubbed Blue-e- 
Motion will be found in fu¬ 
ture products, like the Golf 
Blue-e-Motion. 

Lexus LF-LC Concept 

The Lexus LF-LC is a con¬ 
cept for a future 2-i-2 sport 
coupe hybrid.

The front end is just 
crazy. There is a glass roof, 
and a lightweight pillar en¬ 
ables glass-to-glass treat¬ 
ment also on the car’s 


profile, a look apparently 
inspired by modem archi¬ 
tecture. 

There’s a big LED screen 
inside as you would expect, 
but also one on each door 
to open and close the win¬ 
dows, adjust mirrors, and 
get your music in motion. 

Cadillac ATS 

One of the biggest selling 
premium vehicles in North 
America, BMW 3 Series, 
just got another competitor 
— the 2013 Cadillac ATS. 

CM said it took a while 
to get this done, because 
the vehicle called for its 
own, unique, lightweight 
rear-drive platform, and 
some production facilities 
to make it all happen. 

ATS is one of the lightest 
vehicles in its class (3,400 
pounds/1,542 kilograms), 
via extensive use of pre¬ 
cious metals.

Acura confirmed that 
the new NSX will arrive in 
about three years, and that 
the company’s American 
R&D arm would develop it. 
It will also be built in the 
U.S. 

When the styling con¬ 
cept of this new beast was 
revealed at the show by 
Honda president, Takanobu 
Ito, it garnered actual 
cheers from the press-day 
crowd — a rare event con¬ 
sidering the jaded nature of 
most auto writers. Ito actu¬ 
ally led the engineering 
team that created the first 
NSX. 

Look for some kind of 


hybrid powertrain, a veiy 
advanced all-wheel drive 
system, and for it to com¬ 
pete where it counts — on 
the racetrack. 

Dodge Dart 

The all-new 2013 Dodge 
Dart is the first Chrysler 
Group vehicle built on a Fi¬ 
at Group architecture. 

So Chrysler finally gets 
the compact it was missing 
in its lineup. 

The architecture was bor¬ 
rowed from the Alfa 
Romeo Giulietta, but then 
lengthened and widened to 
meet North American 
wants, needs, and girths. 

Outside, you’ll find 
Dodge’s classic “floating 
crosshair” grille, and inside 
you’ll find lots of touch¬ 
screen technology. 

Four-cylinder engine 
choices include 160-hp 2.0- 
litre, 160-hp 1.4-litre featur¬ 
ing Multi-Air and turbo, 
and 184-hp Multi-Air 2.4- 
litre. Transmission choices 
include 6-speed manual, 6- 
speed automatic, or 6- 
speed “dual clutch” 
automatic.

Oil: Your engine’s most 
important component 


Oil is the lifeblood of your 
vehicle’s engine. It lubri¬ 
cates moving parts, helps 
keep the engine cooler, in¬ 
hibits rust and corrosion, 
and reduces wear. 

Without oil, an engine 
will only run for a few 
minutes before suffering 
damage. 

“There are different 
grades of oil for different 
applications,” says Tony 
Fallico, Quality Services 
and Cl Manager for Wake¬ 
field Canada. 

“The grade also depends 
on climate. Multi-grade 
oils are formulated to pro¬ 
tect the engine from fric¬ 
tion and wear under 
temperature extremes, 
such as winter and sum¬ 
mer.” 

Oils are classified by 
their viscosity, indicated 
by numbers. Low numbers 
indicate thinner oils that 
will remain fiuid in the 
cold, which provides bet¬ 
ter protection when the 
engine is started on icy 
mornings. Higher num¬ 
bers are thicker oils that 
retain their protective

properties when hot. 

Refineries produce base 
oils of various viscosities, 
which are then blended in 
the correct proportions for 
each use. 

While these blends cov¬ 
er a range of temperatures, 
their percentage of thin¬ 
ner or thicker oils deter¬ 
mines their optimum use. 

“The lower the number 
before the W, which 
stands for winter, the bet¬ 
ter the engine protection 
at start-up in cold cli¬ 
mates,” Fallico says. 

“The higher the number 
after the W, the higher its 
viscosity at engine operat¬ 
ing temperature. This can 
make a lot of difference in 
protection when you are 
stuck in traffic on a hot 
summer day.” 

Thinner oil rated at 
5W-30 will generally be ap¬ 


propriate for winter use in 
average climates, while 
thicker lOW-40 offers bet¬ 
ter friction protection at 
higher temperatures. 

There are also grade ex¬ 
tremes such as OW for veiy 
cold climates or 60 for veiy 
hot ones, and heavier-duty 
blends such as 15W-40 for 
commercial-duty trucks. 

Base oil comes from 
crude oil, which is distilled 
into four products accord¬ 
ing to their boiling points. 
The lowest grade is as¬ 
phalt, which does not boil, 
followed by base oil, diesel 
and home heating oil, and 
at the top, gasoline. 

The base oils are then 
further separated by their 
individual boiling points, 
which represent the high¬ 
er and lower viscosity 
grades. 

A bottle of engine oil is 
about 80 per cent base oil, 
with the rest made up of 
various additives including 
dispersant, detergents, an¬ 
ti-wear agents and antioxi¬ 
dants, all of which help to 
keep the engine clean and 
running smoothly.

Oodge-ca/Offers 
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Chrysler tosses a well-aimed Dart 


O Small car a crucial test of the Chrysler-Fiat alliance 




If the new Dodge Dart sells 
an 3 ^hing like the original, 
Chrysler will have the 
small-car hit it needs. 

The reinvented compact, 
which debuted at the De¬ 
troit auto show Monday, is 
nothing like its predecessor 
from the 1960s and ’70s. 
But Chrysler is counting on 
the Dart, and its zippy 
name, to help it sell more 
small cars and continue its 
recent revival. 

Instead of the somewhat 
boxy lines of the original, 
the new Dart has the sleek 
stance of a modem muscle- 
car, with a short hood, long 
roof and slightly flared 
fenders. 

The Dart is a cmcial test 
of the Chrysler-Fiat alliance, 
one aimed at saving mil¬ 
lions of dollars by reusing 
Fiat frames, engines and 
technology, yet giving them 
an American style with 
more space for people and 
gear. The Dart is the first 
Chrysler designed jointly by 
the companies. 

Chrysler, which ran out 


of cash and had to be bailed 
out by the government in 
2009, saw sales jump 26 per 
cent last year, and it’s 
poised to turn its first annu¬ 
al profit since 1997. 

Now the automaker 
needs a breakthrough in 
the growing small-car mar¬ 
ket, where it hasn’t had suc¬ 
cess since the bug-eyed 
Dodge Neon in the mid- 
1990s. 

After nearly failing, 
Chrysler also realizes it 
must end its dependence 
on inefficient SUVs and 
pickups. 

Since the Neon, few have 


considered Chrysler com¬ 
pacts, keeping the compa¬ 
ny out of a market that has 
grown to about 15 per cent 
of U.S. auto sales. 

Forty years ago, it was a 
different story. Back then. 
Dodge Darts were every¬ 
where. 

Middle-class Americans 
bought nearly 3.3 million 
between 1960 and 1976, 
when Chrysler offered ver¬ 
sions for every lifestyle: the 
stripped-down commuter 
car, convertibles, the family 
station wagon, and street 
racers like the Dart 
Swinger, which came with 


a racing stripe, hood scoops 
and a 340-cubic-inch V-8 en¬ 
gine. 

Sales peaked in 1974 at 
more than 340,000 when 
gasoline was a little over 50 
cents per gallon. 

Chrysler would kill for 
those sales today. 

Its current small-car of¬ 
fering, the Caliber, sold on¬ 
ly 35,000 last year, a 
fraction of the class-leading 
Toyota Corolla at 240,000. 

The Caliber is noisy, slow 
and its looks can’t compete 


with rivals hke the Honda 
Civic, Ford Focus, H 5 mndai 
Elantra and Chevrolet 
Cruze. 

That’s bad for long-term 
growth. Compacts are the 
cars that young, first-time 
buyers go for, and many 
stick with a brand as they 
age. 

Chrysler knew it had to 
overcome an image of 
chintzy, hard plastic interi¬ 
ors from its leaner years. As 
a result, it paid close atten¬ 
tion to the inside. 


Chrysler gave the Dart a 
soft-looking dashboard and 
doors, and developed 
switches that open and 
close vents like in a luxury 
car. Dart buyers also can get 
touch-screen controls and 
can pick their own interior 
accent colours. Also setting 
the car apart is the tail 
lights. The Dart borrowed 
the trademark horizontal 
LED lighting from the 
tough-looking Dodge 
Charger.

“We’re going to market 
the hell out of this,” said a 
smiling Goss on a stage 
above the four-cylinder 
sport-utility vehicle. The 
U.S. is the world’s largest 
Range Rover market. 


Fifty automotive jour¬ 
nalists voted on the win¬ 
ning vehicles from a 
group of finalists, and the 
vehicles must be all new 
or substantially changed 
to be eligible. 

Organizers accept no 
advertising, though au¬ 


tomakers capitalize on 
the marketing value of 
the honours. 

H 3 mndai sold more 
than 186,000 Elantras last 
year, nearly a 41 per cent 
increase over 2010 fig¬ 
ures.
